Utilities Offer 
Lines for Power 


From Bonneville 
Columbia River surplus 
“dump’’ power can be delivered 
to the California market with 
maximum public benefit and at 
the earliest time by the use of 
existing transmission lines and 
the construction of a 97-mile, 
| 230,000-volt tie-line by two public 
| utility companies, a Senate sub- 
committee has been informed. 
tobert H. Gerdes of San Fran- 
cisco, executive vice-president of 
Pacific Gas and Electric Com- 
pany, told the irrigation and rec- 
lamation subcommittee at a} 
Washington, D.C, hearing that 
the Bonneville Power Adminis- 
tration could increase its reve- 
nues by amounts ranging from 
$1,750,000 to $2,500,000 annually 


by using the facilities of his 
company and The California 
Oregon Power Company, The 


plan also would make available 
{in the Northwest an additional 
150,000 kilowatts of capacity 
from the PG&E system in the 
}event of emergency, he said. 

The two utilities already have 
two connections between their 
systems, at 125,000 and 66,000 
| volts, and could build the 230,000- 
volt tie for about $4 million, a 
}minimum cost plan. 

Gerdes said his estimates were 
based on studies which showed 








the California-
